back Spain’s former colonies for her, were really 

aiming at England. 

For this reason Canning, the British Foreign 
Minister, suggested to the United States that the 
United States and England should make a joint 
protest against the reconquest, and should at the 
same time set forth the equality of interests of 
Great Britain and the United States in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. This cool British suggestion, it 
is declared, was the immediate cause of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, which proclaimed the supreme in- 
terest of the United States, as against England, 
the Hoiy Alliance and all others, in the New 
World. 

AMERICA SAFE INDEFINITELY FROM 
ATTACK BY ANY EUROPEAN POWER 
EVERTHELESS, the writer goes on to say 

N in the next chapter, “the supremacy of 

the Western Hemisphere remained in En- 
giand’s hands because of her continued posses- 
sion of the supremacy of the sea.” The history 
of the development of South American trade is 

carried to the time when’ Germany became a 

naval and commercial rival of England. 

the writer repeats, in a different form, an asser- 
tion made in “Pan-Germanism,” to the effect that 
an understanding was reached, in the last decade, 
by which England handed over to the United 

States the control of the Gulf of Mexico and other 

American waters as far as the Panama Canal—a 

control which this country is now exercising, and 

can keep so long as war or a delicate balance of 
power compels European navies to remain in 

European waters. 

Under the same conditions, Prof. Usher says, 
the United States is safe against the possibility 
of Furopean invasion, and will remain so “until

Thus I am accused of being a participant in 
the guilt that lies upon those who began the 
struggle now shaking the world, a struggle which, 
therefore, is declared to have its root and origin 
in the unheard of and unjustified claims to power 
on the part of Germany—in her world-threaten- 
ing militarism. Even such innocent remarks as 
that the Germans with the Irish represent in the 
United States a political power which an admin- 
istration must take into account are represented 
as though by this simple statement of fact I had 
intended to point out the possibility of dominat- 
ing America’s foreign policy in the interest of 
Germany. 

All this rests upon an absolutely erroneous un- 
derstanding of what I have written; nothing like 
it.can be read out of my books unless one tears 
out of their context certain details and mis- 
translates other details. 

I confess that sometimes one really feels 
tempted to yield to the belief that such a mis- 
leading interpretation of my words is the work 
of conscious error, for whoever reads what I 
have written consecutively and without bias must 
—if he is an honest seeker after the truth—ar- 
rive at a conception entirely different to that 
which seems to have become current in America, 


STILL HOLDS WAR A NECESSITY 

DESPITE ITS “UNSPEAKABLE MISERY” 

HAVE indeed proven, I think, that war is a 
| necessity in the life of nations—notwithstand- 

ing that it carries in its train unspeakable 
misery; notwithstanding that often it allows the 
lower instincts of the human being to assert 
themselves; for, on the other hand, all the noble 
characteristics of human nature, most noble of 
all the unselfish devotion to an ideal, the spirit 
Of self-sacrifice in the service of that ideal, are 
in War exhibited. 

Demonstration of the possession of these high 
qualities by a nation would naturally lead it 
to the furtherance of the cause of civilization and 
humanity. This I have proven, alike from a 
study of history and from a consideration of the 
nature of man, from a comparison of national 


one side or the other can spare from Burope a} characteristics and ideals, from a scrutiny of the 


sufficiently large army to occupy the United 
States without imperiling its own safety at home.” 

Turning from the United States to the pros- 
pective “victor” in Europe, the writer discusses 
the “literal possibility of successfully projecting 
European nations across 3000 miles of water” by 
wholesale colonization, as England has done in 
Canada, and as Germany has shown signs of 
planning to do in Cuba and Brazil. This, he says, 
would furnish a motive, and in time an occasion, 
for aggression. “The Rediscovery of South 
America” is interestingly described in this con- 
nection. 

“Probabilities of German Aggression” and 
“Possibilities of English Aggression” are the 
next two chapters. These chapters are predicat- 
ed on opposite outcomes of the European war, and 
in the first Prof. Usher makes his first definite 
prophecy of the war’s outcome. 

A qualified victory on land and sea by Ger- 
many and Austria, not sufficient to humble or 
crush their enemies, but anough to compel the 
latter to conclude a peace on terms favorable 
to Germany—these are the eventualities which 
the United States ought to view with appre- 
hension, he writes, and precisely these circum- 
stances the military and naval probabilities 


indicate. 
SOUTH AMERICA, NoT UNITED STATES, 


IS THE OBJECT OF GERMAN DREAMS 

E dismisses the idea that Germany, in any 
H event, would attack the United States, 
™ Canada or Mexico. Such an idea, he

issues of the law of combat in all natural devel- 
opment. I have claimed that thus war has in 
history justified itself and would in the future 
continue so to do. 

On the other hand, I have always, and just as 
emphatically, pointed out that war, and especial- 
ly war of conquest, must be held an extraordi- 
nary means of politics; that it is justified only 
when waged for the highest interests and ideals 
of a nation and after all peaceful means of safe- 
guarding those highest interests have been ex- 
hausted. I have emphasized in the most pointed 
manner the moral requisites in connection with 
a political use of warfare, and have especially. at 
length dwelt upon the enormity of the responsi- 
bility of him who begins 4 war. 

How despicable are wars waged for frivolous 
or purely material purposes—this I have not 
failed to declare; how, on the other hand, the 
highest interests of a nation must never be sacri- 
ficed to nerveless or slothful love of peace—that 
I have not failed to assert. From the standpoint 
of the historian and the philosopher I admit it to 
be my opinion that it may not be only the right, 
but, under certain circumstances, the duty of a 
free nation to seize arms and to submit itself to 
all the external misery of war in order that it 
may safeguard that which for it is the highest 
and most holy. 

I should think that in a very special way the 
American people, who won their liberty in a con- 
flict against England, and who achieved the ac- 
knowledged sovereignty of the Federal Union 
only through the heroic struggle in which two

AMERICANS SHOULD HAVE FULL 
SYMPATHY WITH GERMANY’S POSITION 
AN it be believed that Americans, heirs of 
C this tradition of the necessity of war- 
fare, would see the development of their 
nation interfered with, its destiny thwarted, for 
instance, by the violation of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, the denial ,of American’ authority over the 
Panama Canal or by attack upon its insular pos- 
sessions, without resorting to arms for the pro- 
tection of its vital interests? Can it be doubted, 
then, that America must have in its heart a 
sympathetic understanding, when once it has 
heard the truth concerning it, of the position of 
Germany and the behavior of Germany—Germa- 
ny, threatened from all sides; Germany, whose 
“militarism” has only the purpose of enabling 
her to ward off the attacks of enemies who would 
instantly overpower the defenseless? 

It is from this standpoint that my books, there- 
fore, maintained that war may, under certain cir- 
cumstances, become necessary, and pointed out in 
particular that a war between Germany and En- 
gland was in all probability. inevitable; pointed 
out the necessity that, such beimg the case, Ger- 
many must prepare herself both from the politi- 
cal and the military standpoint, for the possi- 
bility. 

It was by no means from the assumption that 
the destruction of English world domination is a 
preliminary condition necessary for the natural 
development of Germany that I deduced the in- 
evitability of such a war; much less*from an as- 
sumption that Germany could attain a world 
domination, justly due her, only upon the ruins 
of the British Empire. 

' The exact opposite is the case. 

I showed that our Fatherland would and could 
very well satisfy al] its interests alongside of 
England, and that it would far prefer to live in 
peace with England. I expressed this most ex- 
plicitly. I admitted, indeed, that peaceful devel- 
opment, the one alongside of the other, however 
desirable, was not a historic probability, for the 
reason that England would not have it that way, 
but would force us into conflict. 

“ENGLAND'S AIM TO PLAY THE 
EUROPEAN STATES AGAINST EACH OTHER 

PROVED from history that during recent cen- 

turies it had been England's alm to play the 

European states against each other; that it 
had always made anxious efforts to maintain 
equilibrium among those states, never tolerating 
that any should rise to a position of power that 
might become dangerous to England herself; that 
England had developed her naval power to its 
imposing strength in order to be able to control, 
and under circumstances limit, the overseas ro- 
lations of the continental European states, if they 
should ever appear to threaten England’s in- 
terests. |

freedom and power of cities to control, purchase, 
construct and. operate utilities. The bill ought 
to be defeated or radically changed as a menace 
to municipal control of public utilities. 

‘There is no excuse for the bill restoring the 
convention system of nominating candidates for 
public offices in place of the primary system. It 
is a direct assault on popular control of elections 
and of government. Its success would revive 
the power of political bosses and destroy the 
hard won power of the people to nominate and 
elect their public officers. 

No matter how many good business measures 
the State Legislature passes they will not com- 
pensate for this deadly assault on the political 
sovereignty of the people. The Democratic 
majority cannot afford to pass a reactionary 
measure of this kind. It will be equivalent to 
the party’s death warrant.

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REVISE THE MISSOURI CODES. 
An efficient Legislature serving the people of 
Missouri and free from restraints by corporations 
and their servitors would promptly take the code 
revision measure out of the jam and pass it into 
law. | 

The whole purpose and tendency of the care- 
fully drawn bills recommended by the Code Com- 
mission, which represents the best legal talent 
in the State, is to simplify and shorten and cheap- 
on lawsuits. 

In civil cases corporation defendants, such as 
the United Railways, fn damage suits for injuries, 
are the chief gainers by delays and involved 
pleadings at which the revision measures are 
aimed. Less opportunity for chicane is permit- 
ted by the revised rules of pleading, which do 
away with the general denial and require specific 
allegations, and do away also with frivolous 
pleas. Changes in appellate practice contemplate 
shorter printed records and require specific ob- 
jections to instructions. 

In both civil and criminal cases amendments 
provide that no case may be reversed for any 
mere technical error, but cases may be reversed 
only when an error is shown to have prejudiced 
the substantial rights of the losing party. This 
would free Missouri of the unenviable reputa- 
tion it has acquired among the states for reversals 
on mere technicalities. 

Attorney-General Cosson of Iowa spoke last 
week before the Business Men’s League, and in 
his address contrasted conditions in Wisconsin 
with conditions in Missouri. For the past two 
years Wisconsin had only 21 criminal cases ap- 
pealed and one reversed. In Missouri, accord- 
ing to the statement of our Attorney-General, we 
hed about 400 criminal cases appealed, of which 
about one-half were reversed. Wisconsin, in 1909, 
passed a law which provided that no judgment 
shall be reversed'in any civil or criminal case 
unless it shall appear that the error complamed 
of affected the substantial rights of the party 
seeking a reversal. 

Missouri needs nothing more than it needs an 
up-to-date code. The code, after much agitation 
and great labor, has been prepared. An up-to- 
date Legislature would enact it without more ado. 
A failure to enact it will be among the principal 
counts in the indictment of the Legislature in 
the public mind. 
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A LABORATORY OF OITY GOVERNMENT. 
The appeintment of Reporter Raymond ‘W. 
Pullman as Chief of Police at Washington brought 
an interesting survey of the official responsibility 
of former newspaper workers for the quality of 
government in the District of Columbia. 

In addition to the Police Department, they seem 
to control all municipal activities except those 
of the courts. Newspaper men fill two of the 
three District commissionerships, for Washington 
had commission government iong before Gal- 
yeston. A newspaper man is Postmaster and an- 
other United States Marshal. In other places of 
importance, though less responsibility, newspaper 
men are numerous. 

The Municipal Assembly of Washington, which 
lacks an aldermanic body of its own selection, 
has erroneously been said to be the two houses 
of Congress. It is really the Press Club, which 
graciously permits Congress to register its de- 
cisions. 

Oklahoma and Kansas and Wisconsin and Ore- 
gon have been held to be laboratories in which 
new features in state government were tested for 
the benefit of the rest of the country. Washing- 
ton City ought to become the laboratory of 
municipal government, for although city govern- 
ment in America is no longer the failure Mr. 
Bryce once declared it was, much need of im- 
provement remains. Particularly ought Wash- 
ington to furnish light on the new idea of city 
participation in public utility service.

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PUBLICITY FOR SCHOOL BUSINESS. 

John M. Sheppard, a real estate dealer, bought 
13 acres of land at the corner of King’s highway 
and San Francisco avenue for $22,500 on Feb. 
26. Less than two weeks afterward he sold it 
to the St. Louis Board of Education as a site 
for a high school for $34,000. 

The facility with which this deal was put 
across in a department controlling the expendi- 
ture of $4,500,000 annually is a cause for dis- 
quietude. Inquiry as to the number of other 
instances in which 50 per cent more than market 
price is paid in the purchase of supplies and 
equipment, in the acquisition of lant and in 
contracting for construction is pertinent. 

Lack of business caution and ordinary busi- 
ness ability in a trusteeship over public funds 
is strongly indicated. Under a board in whose 
financial integrity the public had less confidence, 
such a transaction might become a cloak for a 
corrupt deal. 

If the board did its business in the open, such 
imposition would be impossible. But it prefers 
to surround its doings with secrecy. All its 
more important business is transacted in “execu- 
tive sessions. Full publicity for the discussions 
and decisions of the whole board would jeopardize 
no interest which it might for a time be desir- 
able to keep confidential. Matters relating to the 
professional status of the teaching staff and 
negotiations for school sites are handled in their 
preliminary stages by committees. 

The St. Louis School Board has jurisdiction 
over a budget which is exceeded only by those 
bandled by the Legislature, the St. Louis Munic- 
ipal Assembly and the Kansas City Municipal 
Assembly. Supposing the expenditures of these 
other three bodies were made in the same sur- 
reptitious concealment as those of the St. Louis |

But after 
a man has done as much talking as you have on 
this subject he can’t refuse to try his hand at 
the task, and if you make half as much for the 
State as you made for yourself and introduce a 
few up-to-date ideas in our medieval penitentiary, 
everybody will be perfectly satisfied.”

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THE UNDERSEA BLOCKADE, 

The discovery of a German submarine which 
was hopelessly entangled in North Sea fishing 
gear and which, after struggling vainly against 
the cordage snare, turned over and sank, is re- 
ported by a British trawler. This is the second 
time record has been made of a submarine that 
came to grief in this fashion. 

The blockade which was to furnish the supreme 
test of the submarine’s capabilities was an- 
nounced early in February and went fully into 
effect on Feb. 18. A British statement covering 
a period that began 28 days before the beginning 
of the close blockade, showed that only 15 vessels 
had been sunk, nearly all small, coastwise craft. 
No important ship had been damaged. 


The statement as to British water-borne com- 


merce was brought down only to March 3, but 
gave figures for 41 days, including 14 days of t 
hlockade. It showed that in that period 4619 
vessels had arrived at the ports of the British 
Isles’ and 4115 had departed, a total of 8784, or 
an average of 213 a day. In other werds, with 
submarines continually on the watch, 8734 ex- 
posures to peril were made, 2982 of them after 
the date on which the close blockade opened, and 
only 15 of these exposures resulted in loss to the 
British merchant fleet, a negligible percentage. 
But, on the other hand, things have been hap- 
nening to the Unterseeboote themselves. Defi- 
nite records exist showing that since the start of 
the war eight German submarines have been lost, 
including the latest one to be entangled in the 
trawls. But from The Hague comes a report that 
no less than 12 submarines, including eight of the 
latest type, have lately failed to reappear at ap- 


pointed times and are listed as missing. A ratio! 


of almost one submarine lost to every small mer- 


chant ship destroyed would not argue ‘powerfully 
for the success of unterseeboot warfare. 3 
In the meantime, a tactics of reliable defense 


best means yet devised of securing immunity from 


itheir attack and destroying them seems to be to 


go after them with filshermen’s nets.

A PIRATICAL ACT. 

St. Joseph News-Press: This is the most 
high-handed proceeding that has yet been re- 
ported in the war with respect to neutral ship- 
ping. In other cases where ships have been 
overhauled they have been taken into prize courts.

INSIST ON REPARATION.

GERMANY HAS NO EXCUSE. 

Detroit Free Press: It will be difficult for 
the Government in Berlin to defend the action 
of the Prinz Eitel with any show of justice, for 
since the outrage on American commerce was 
committed it has repeatedly contended in the 
rrmvse of the controversy over the right of Great 
Britain to stop shipments of grain going from 
this country to Hamburg and other German ports, 
that foodstuffs are not contraband of war unless 
it be definitely proved that they are intended for 
military use—that is, for the support of an army 


in the field. Indeed, the submarine blockade of 
the British Isles was instituted because Britain 
would not come to this view of the situation. 
Under the circumstances how can Berlin with 
any appearance of fairness do anything except 
repudiate the action of the Prinz Eitel and make 
apologies to the United States along with full 
financial reparation? 


PRECEDENT FOR BRITAIN. 


Indianapolis News: The English could hardly 
ask a better precedent than this action, should 
it be sustained. For it is fatal to the recent 
contention of the German Government. It looks 
as though there would have to be a disavowal 
oi the action of the commander, and reparation 
therefore, or an abandonment of the contention.

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A BUSINESSLIKE STEP 

Chicago Herald: As a step toward building 
up the force that is permanently to protect the 
canal zone, the Twenty-ninth Infantry, has been 
sent to Panama. So says a dispatch from Wash- 
ington. 

A good move. Not that the number of troops 
sent is particularly imposing, but good because 
it betrays a recognition of the fact that the na- 
tion which built and owns the canal must guard 
it or run the risk of disagreeable consequences. 

It doesn’t matter that the canal has been placed 
on the same basis of neutralization as that estab- 
lished by the requirements of the treaty of Con- 
stantinople of Oct. 29, 1888, in respect to the free 
navigation of the Suez Canal. 

We have only to imagine what would happen 
to that Suez Canal, and particularly to the trans- 
port of troops from India, in case the Turks ac- 
cidentally got hold of it, in order to get a good 
idea of what “neutralization” is likely to be worth 
in time of war. 


SING SING’S NEW REGIME. 

New York Times: Music is to be taught, be 
sides shorthand, telegraphy, history, mathematics 
and literature in the night school at Sing Sing 
Prison, which has been proposed by Warden 
Thomas Mott Osborne. In the convict republic 
set up by this prison reformer motion picture 
shows are regularly given. The holl-of-honor men 
may receive clothing and shoes from friends out- 
side, and money placed to the credit of these men 
may be expended regardless of whether the name 
and address of the sender be known. The system of 
discipline has been materially altered. A com- 
mittee of the honor men forms a court to pass 
on all minor infractions of prison rules. For- 
feiture of privileges is preceded by warning given, 
and from decisions of the prisoners’ court an ap- 
peal is permitted to the Warden's court. 

This is quite contrary to the teaching that con- 
victs should be treated as beasts and not as men. 
Such reports as have come from Sing Sing during 
the two months of the new regime are distinctly 
encouraging. Discipline is better, the men take 
care of themselves. If there is fear that the pris- 
on will become too attractive and that the men 
will be coddled instead of punished, its physical 
condition should be taken into account. Where 
men have to “double up” in cells, some of which 
are less than four feet wide; where the walls are

WOMEN’S WORKING HOURS. 
Indianapolis News: The California law, lim- 
iting the hours of work for women to eight, has 
been sustained by the Supreme Court and thus 
the police power of a State in regulating the con- 
ditions concerning the health and welfare of its 
citizens is sustained. It is refreshing that a State 
power is thus recognized, since of late years we 
have been running for everything to the Federal 
Government. The California case goes somewhat 
to extremes. In the Massachusetts case the Court 
held that a 10-hour law was valid, and the right of 
Obio to limit labor to 54 hours a week has been 
sustained. The question, of course, arose as to 
the applicability of the law to women workers 
alone. The principle has not been applied to adult 
male labor so clearly. But here the view prevailed 
that the maternal functions of women were of su- 
preme value to the State and that the State had 
therefore a right to protect women. When this 
kind of legislation began there was an appeal to 
the freedom of contract, but there has been a 
growing disposition to regard the right of the 
State as supreme over such an arrangement, which, 
under modern conditions, amounted to the laborer 
being left helpless, a combination making {ft nec- 
essary for him to labor as was decreed or go with- 
out work. So “freedom of contract” ceased to 
epell liberty In the fullness that it had done, and 


the power of the State to conserve the welfare — 
of its citizens under the modern industrial sys- — 
tem came to the front with greater force. And © 
now we have California sustained in applying a —

] Masque of St. 


Shakspeare in 
Forest Park Is 
Pageantry Plan 


SHAKESPEAREAN open-air pag- 
A eant-drama, with Miss Margaret 
Anglin and a company of profes- 
sionals in the “‘leads,’’ and with sev- 
eral hundred St. Louisans participating, 
is planned for presentation, probably in 
Forest Park, in the spring er summer of 
1916, by the St. Louis Pageant Drama 
Association. 

The plans are now in charge of Perci- 
val Chubb, who took an active part in 
the preparation for the Pageant and 
Louis, produced in ihe 
Art Hill amphitheater last May. The 
cxact time and place of the productioa 
and the play or plays to be used will 
probably not be determined for some 
time to come. 


The production, it is deciared, will not 
be on nearly so large a seale as was 
the Pageant and Masque, and the mag- 
nificent distances and vast audiences of 
the Pageant will not be sought for. At 
the same time, it will be desired that 
all the people of St. Louis shall have a 
chance to see the spectacle, and for that 
purpose the performances may be given 
nightly for a week or longer 

Mr. Chubb thinks “‘King Henry VIII’ 
will perhaps be the most suitable drama 
for the sort of production which is In- 
tended, as it is rich in pageantry, and 
would give opportunity equally to the 
professional cast and to a large body of 
amateur participants. 


Miss Anglin, who is soon to close a 
season in the East, is going to San 
I’‘rancisco to prepare for a Festival of 
Greek Classic Drama, to be held in July 
and August, in the Greek open-air the- 
ater at Berkeley, San Francisco’s uni- 
versity suburb. A later production of 
the same dramas in Madison Square 
Garden, New York, is being considered. 
Walter Damrosch is to be musical di- 
rector of the festival, and he is compos- 
ing the music for two of the dramas, the 
**‘Medea’”’ of Euripides and the ‘‘Electra” 
of Sophocles. 

Mr. Chubb thinks the training received 
in the San Francisco production will] be 
of great help to Miss Anglin and her 
associates in making the St. Louis pro- 
duction next year an approach to dra- 
matic perfection.’

‘Movie Fans” to 
Fight Censorship 


picture show-goers, 
M the United States, 

are to be asked to sign petitions 
to Congress protesting against the pass- 
age of any measure to establish censor- 
ship of film shows by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Managers of some of the largest film 
enterprises last weex announced this 
plan, which represents the first at- 
tempt to bring the rnriuence of ‘‘movie 
fans” to bear on the authorities who are 
being asked, in some quarters, to estab- 
lish a new system of regulation. 

The objection is made that the pro- 
posed Federal Board of Censorship 
would be subject to political influence, 
and that it would not legally supplant 
the present unofficial National Board 
of Censorship, but wvuuld be one more 
body before which fiims would have to 
be shown. 

It is argued that the work of the 
National Board of Censorship, for the 
past five years, has been free from 
political influence, and‘ has been highly 
beneficial, and that its active member- 
ship is such .as could hardly be sur- 
passed by any Federal board. 

Coupons have been prepared, and will 
be distributed to the patrons of ‘‘movie” 
shows, which state that the signer is in 
favor of retaining the present National 
Board of Censorship, and is opposed to 
the establishment or State or Federal 


Boards.

Conviction Under the Anti-Trust 
Act Is Reversed by Court 
‘ of Appeals.

CINCINNATI, March 13.—Holding 
that the evidence on one count was 
insufficient and that neither, of the 
other two counts should have been 
considered by the District Court 
which tried the case, the Unfted States 
Court of Appealg for the Sixth Cir- 


cult today overruled the decision of 
the lower court which convicted John 
H. Patterson and 26 other. officials 
or former officials of the Natianal 
Cash Register Co. of Dayton, O., of 
being guilty of violating the criminal 
section of the Sherman anti-trust act, 
and remanded the case back to the 
lower court for a new trial. 

The first count charged conspiracy 
to monopolize the cash register trade 
of this country, while the other two 
counts charged monopoly of the 
trade. The 
while the first count was in proper 
form to present to the jury, yet evi- 
dence had been introduced concern- 
ing national cash register competi- 
tora who had not been in existence 
during the three-year limit of law 


ment, This evidence, the court said, 
should not have been allowed. The 
court continued: 

Refers te Consptracy, 


against competitors during the years 
that the WNational Cash Register Co. 
was making its first fight, but the evi- 
dence showing that a conspiracy did 
exist only brings us to the door of the 
three-year period and it was for us 
to decide whether it had entered that 
door.” 

In the decree the Court said the Na- 
tional Cash Register Co. was the pio 
neer in the cash register business, de- 
veloped it, owned the basic patents and 
must heave acquired in a proper man- 
ner @ very great number ef impreve- 
meént patents. “It is not unlikely,” said 
the decree, “‘that its trade was pirated 
by other competitors besides the Amert- 
can of Philadelphia and the Boston, 
against whom it obtained these decrees 
of infringement and that these, as well 
as others, in their competition with it 
resorted to some of the tactics com- 
plained of here.” 

In another part of the decree, the up- 
per court said: 

Propositions Are Defined. 
“The defendants also requested the 
giving of three instructions embody. 
ing certain general propositions as to 
what it was not unlawful for the de- 
fendants to do in their separate ca- 
pacities as officers and agents of the 
national, to-wit: 

First, to require the agents of 
their company to report the names of 
persons who had purchased cash 
registers from competitors or to .se- 
cure samples of the machines from 
time to time put on the market by 
competitors. 
“Becond, to sell, or offer for or try 
to sell National cash registers to per- 
sons who had bought and owned com- 
peting registers in exchange at such 
price as was satisfactory to the par- 
ties. 
“Third, to compare by comparative 
demonstrations or otherwise compet- 
itive cash registers with National 
cash registers for the purpose of 
demonstrating the superiority ef. Na- 
tional cash registers and thereby in- 
duce. the prospective purchaser to 
purchase the National cash register. 
Are Called Too Broad. 
“No objection can be made to the 
last proposition, but the other two 
were too broad. They need qualifica- 
tion. It is unlawful for a defendant 
to do as stated in the second propo- 
sition if the doing thereof involved the 
purchaser and owner of the compet- 
ing @ash register breaking his con- 
‘tract with the competitor in any par- 
tioylar or was done for the purpose of 
driving the competitor out of the cash 
register field.” 
“Before the decision in the case of 
the United States vs. Kissel,” the court 
continued, “the question of continuance 
of a conspiracy was in confusion and 
the authorities in conflict. The position 
there combated was that a conspiracy 
could not have continuance in time. 
“It was urgéd that it could not be- 
cause {t eonsisted in an unlawful agree- 
ment and an agreement does not have a 
continuance. But this no longer is an 
acourate definition of conspiracy. A con- 
, |epiracy is constituted by an agreement, 
it is true, but it is the result of the 
agreement rather than the agreement 
itself. A conspiracy is a partnership in 
criminal 
“There is no such thing as a reason- 
able conspiracy,”’ the court declared. - 
The second count is held defective 
because of “its uncertainty,"’ and the 
third because it is “insufficient” and 
does not charge an offense against the 
United States. Both charged that the 
defendants had tried to monopolize the 
cash register business. 
“Actually doing business, no mat- 
ter how large, is not monopoly,” the | 
court stated, “The competitors who’ 
were attacked should have called 
upon the courts to protect them while 
they were being attacked.” 
The decision laid stress upon the 
fact that the trial court had told the 
jury that the defendants could not 
be found guilty on the first count 


j charging conspiracy unless they had 


conspired within three years. 

Judge Cochran read the decision, 
occupying more than 60 printed 
pages, taking two hours and five 
minutes. President Patterson and At- 
torney J. B. Hayward, both of Day- 
ton, were the only defendants pres- 
ent In the courtroom.

White House Disbursing Officer 
Had Been in the Government 
Service 50 Years. 


KNEW 12 PRESIDENTS 


Was Noted for Interesting Rem- 
iniscenses of Events in 
National Capital. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Col. W. 
H. Crook, disbursing officer of the 
White House, who was President Lin- 
coln’s bodyguard and who had deen 
intimately acquainted with every 
PresiGent since 1860, died today at 
his home here. 

He had been sick with pneumonia 
more than a wesk. 

President Wilson expressed deep 
regret when informed of Col. Crook's 
death. 

Last January the Colonel celebrat- 
ed his fiftieth anniversary as an at- 
tache of the White House. He was 
survived by his mother, Mrs. Mary 
A. Garton, who is 96 years old.- 

Fifty years of service as a White 
House employe, through the admin- 
istrations of twelve presidents, made 
Col. Crook one of the more familiar 


figures in the national capital, and 
in his old age left him rich in per- 
sonal reminiscinces of the intimate 
side of White House life. The as- 
sassinations of Lincoln and Garfield, 
various weddings at the White 
House, and the impeachment of Pres~ 
ident Johnson, were among numer- 
ous events which Col. Crook recalle/. 
in memoirs of his half-century of 
White House service. 

He was taken from the Washing- 
ton police force in 1865 and appointed 
President Lincoln’s bodyguard. Prior 
to this he had served in the Union 
army. He accompanied Idncoln on 
many of his walks and drives, and 
it was his duty to watch over the 
President during public receptions, 

Lincoln Told of Dreams. 

CoL Crook often told of how, on 
the afternoon before Lincoln’s assas- 
sination, the President had come to 
him in confidence and said that on 
three successive nights he had had 
dreams which foretold his -murder. 
Crook thereupon begged the Presi- 
dent not to go to the theater that 
evening, ag planned. Lincoln insisted, 
and furthermore would not hear of 
Crook accompanying him. He ordered 
Crook to go home and rest. As they 
parted, Lincoln fatled to say “Good- 
night’—the only time he ever failed 
to say it, said Crook. 

Col. Crook also always maintained that 
the substitute guard that night became 
interested in the play and left his post 
of ‘duty, and that if he himself had been 
present, Booth would never have en- 
tered the theater box to shoot Lincoln. 

It was Col. Crook who, during the next 
administration, carried to President 
Johnson the first news of his acquittal 
on impeachment charges. He served as 
Johnson's bodyguard, and on the day 
the verdict was expected he was on 
hand. When he was told the news he 
ran all the way from the Capitol te the 
White Houge. The President’s eyes filled 
with tears, and he gulped when Col. 
Crook burst In with the tidings, later 
thanking him warmly for his trouble. 

Col. Crook was unusually close to 
President Grant and the members ‘of 
his family, and in 1870 he was appointed 
“executive clerk to the President of the 
United States.’’ Later, in 1877, President 
Grant made him disbursing officer of 
the White House, the position he held 
during the suceeding administrations. It 
was during the Grant administration 
that life at the White House began to 
be more ceremonial. 

Drove Guiteau Away. 

Col. Crook told how he drove Guiteau, 
President Garfiéld’s assassin, from the 
White House on occasions before he 
finally succeeded in-killing the Presi- 
dent, Guiteau had been &ccustomed to 
go in the reception room, ask after the 
health of the President, stay a short 
time and leave. He became obnoxious 
one day, and orders were given to keep 
him away. On the morning of the as- 
sassination the man returned to ask 
about the President's health, and Crook 
was worried when he heard of the af- 
fair. The President was not told of his 
fears, however, and in one of his books 
of White House memories Crook tells 
how he found Garfield turning hand- 
springs with his sons that morning. 

Crook was in one of the White House 
windows when Garfield was brought

The Count’s second wife, whom he mar- 
ried shortly after he became Minister 
of Finance, was a Jewess. Ghe was an 
exceedingly clever woman. and stories 
have been told of her speculation upon 
the Bourse and the profits she made. 

It was one of Witte’s ambitions, after 
this second marriage, to obtain social 
recognition for his wife. This was re- 
fused him even during the height of 
his power as Minister of Finance. It 
was even said that the Emperor once 
informed him bluntly that he must for- 
get that he was married. Victory, how- 
ever, Came at last when he was given 
the title of Count and appointed Pre- 
mier. The Empress received Countess 
Witte at the palace at Peterhof, im- 
perial recognition being the open sesame 
to all doors. 
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Count Witte’s Reputation Greater 
Abread Than at Home, 

Count Witte was regarded as in some 
respects one of the most remarkable 
men hig country had produced, but. his 
reputation was even greater abroad than 
sy Virrd at home.

After his graduation from the Uni!- 
versity of Odessa, Witte entered the 
railroad service in the shipping depart- 
ment. He mastered the question of 
tariff rates and his advancement was 
rapid. 

In the meantime he had married a sis- 
ter of Gen. Fadieff. He first: attracted 
attention at the capital during the Rus- 
so-Turkish war by the administrative 
capacity he displayed in the movement 
of army supplies. He went to Petro- 
grad in 1879 and was given increasingly 
responsible posts in the railroad service. 


Developed Railways. 

Alexander III appointed him Minister 
of Railways and Committees in 1902 and 
soon afterward Minister of Finance. It 
was then that he began to develop his 
great scheme for the creation of home 
manufactures and the wide extension of 
Russia’s railroad system which event- 
ually took the Siberian road te the Pa- 
eific. 

In his efforts ‘along these lines, Witte 
used every power of the State. He gave 
subventions and Government orders un- 
til factories and mills were running fil] 
blast. Then he had tne State take over 
the private railroads, the State treas- 
ury guaranteeing the vonds. To do all 
this he borrowed immense sums in 
France. Under *he plea of regulating 
the liquor traffic he nad the State take 
over the vodka business of the pire, 
thus vastly increasing the Government 
revenue. What was regarded ag nis 
crowning achievement, ,however, was 
the establishment of the gold standard. 
As Minister of Finance in 1893 he 
reached the height of his power. 


His policy if regard to Manchuria, 
which he desired to aevelop only from 
a commercial and not from a politica! 
viewpoint, resulted in powerful in-° 
trigues against him which resulted in 
his removal in 1908 as Minister of Fi- 
nance, He went for a time to Paris, 
but returned to Petrograd when the 
Russo-Japanese war was in full swing. 
When Theodore Roosevelt, the Pres- 
ident of the United States, pre- 
vailed upon the <mperor to consider 
terms of peace, the tide turned and vir- 
tually the entire nation united in de- 
manding the selection of Witte as pleni- 
potentiary. At the Portsmouth confer- 
ence he sycceeded In gaining terms un- 
der which Russia was not obliged <n 
pay a cash indemnity to Japan. The 
Emperor rewarded him for his services 
by appointing him a Count. ‘ 


Became First Real Premier. 

It was at this time that Russian peo- . 
ple began clamoring harder than ever 
for a share in the government. When 
the imperial manifesto was tasued, 
which granted some of the demands, 
Witte became Premier in Russia’s first 
real Cabinet on Oct. fi, 198. His ap- 
pointment as president of the Council! 
of Ministers was announced a week

In a similar manner does Prof. Cramb 
treat German literature in general, in 40 
far as it is know te him—and to all ap- 
pearance that is not far. Haeusser, 
Giesebrecht, Waits, Mommeen, Treit- 
schke and others are pictured as if by 
their historical works and scientific dis- 
cussions they had, either intentionally 
cr unintentionally, endeavored to pro- 
mote the idea of German world domin- 
ion. 

Nothing could be further frem the 
truth. It would seem to be an abso- 
lutely willful misconstruction of the 
work of these men. Science with us is 
impersonal, and with us all historical 
repearch aims at a detached impartial- 
ity as perfect as is possible for the hu- 
man mind. Almost never is the work of 
German scientists or historians know- 
ingly allowed to take on political color. 

Bven Treitechke, to whom an eén- 
tire chapter is devoted and who aéd- 
mittedly follows a decidedly national 
tendency, keeps thoroughlv aloof 
from such topics as aspiration to 
world dominion. By his inspired and 
inspiring writings, as well as through 
the Iving word of his lectures, Treit- 
schke undoubtedly contributed to the 
promotion of German consciousness 
of herself and to the fostering of 
the longing for increased political 
power; but that he dreamt any dream 
of German world dominion is a pure 
invention by Prof. Cramb. Treitschke 
was much too real and too sober a 
scholar for that.

Cherished in German Empire. 

The idea that Goethe had the thought 
of German world dominion can scarce- 
ly be taken seriously. To make so un- 
founded a deduction from “Faust’’ he 
must have judged his readers entirely 
without knowledge of German litera- 
ture and German history. But then 
Prof. Cramb felt that Germany had to 
be convicted of aggressive thoughts and 
an aggressive attitude toward England 
in order to justify the English policr 
vf might; ho felt it necessary that Ger- 
many for a long time past should have 
carried constantly in its mind this idea 
of attacking England and this hope of 
entablishing its own world dominion on 
the ruins of the British Empire. 

All this had to be prepared in ad- 
vance; consequently, Prof. Cramb unds 
it necessary, and not a difficult task 
to forget the greater part of German 
literature and put into the little 
part with which he is acquainted 
thoughts and tendencies which it never 
had. That nobody in England could 
“bring him to book’’ he knew very well, 
for practically nobody in England 
knows the German language, while s0 
far as German literature is concerned 
there rules (Cramb says so himself) the 
most abysmal ignorance.

He believes that the dream of empire, 
once in former times held, that the ef- 
forts at world domination made bse 
Charlemagne of the Saxon Emperors 
and by the Hohenstaufens even today 
remains alive in the thoughts and 
dreams of the people. Nothing could be 
further removed from the truth. Of 
course, In poetry as well as in the souls 
of the people, in some of its phases, the 
Barbarossa fable lives, the thought that 
the buried Emperor will, at the appoint- 
ed time, emerge from the Kyffhaeuser 
where he sleeps, and will renew the 
power of the German Empire. But then 
the fulfillment of this dream is held to 
have occurred in the presence of Em- 
peror Willlam I. Nothing is further 
from German thought than to see in this 
legend the idea of world dominion; on 
the contrary, only the most general con- 
ceptions of power and imperia) glory 
are blended with the fading memory «f 
the past.

Leaven of Democracy Works 
Unceasingly Even in Germany 
T is natural to doubt it. It is often 
repeated that the Germans are a 
servile, obedient, docile people by 
nature. It is in a certain measure true. 
That is not to say, however, that they 
are destined by nature always to remain 
the devoted and faithful servants of a 
semi-divine aristocracy. Even in Ger- 
many there is a fermentation of ideas 
end democratic ambition; even in Ger- 
many the middle, cultivated classes 
would like to have a regime that allows 
them to try to win the highest places, 
that opens to them all the*ways of ac- 
cess to honors and power, ae in France. 
So true is this that for some time in 
Prussia there has been a fight to ob- 
tain the reform of the Prussian elec- 
toral system, which, as it is now estab- 
lished, assumes the nobility’s power for 
eternity, as an intangible privilege. 

Up to now all the efforts to make this 
privileged Constitution more democratiz 
have been vain. The Prussian aristoc- 
racy, backed up by the throne, has been 
able to frustrate all that the socialistiz 
and middle-class parties have tried. But 
if Germany is defeated it is sure that 
one of the first concessions made to the 
people to recompense them for their losz 
and the sorrow of defeat will be a very 
decided reform of the Prussian Consti- 
tution. 

As Austria, defeated in 1866, abolished 
ebsolutism and conceded the parlia- 
mentary institutions; as France, beaten 
ir. 1870, founded the republic; as Russia, 
after the defeat by Japan in 1905, con- 
ceded the Constitution and invoked the 
Duma, so Prussia, if Germany is de- 
feated in the great European war, will 
be forced to admit the reformation of 
the Prussian Constitution. 


And then what an upheaval will fol- 
low, first in Prussian, then in German 
politics! In the Prussian Parliament 
the Socialists, Democrats and middle- 
class parties will not be slow to make 
their appearance and form “the Left,” 
as the popular parties, united, are called 
in continental politics; this ‘‘Left’’ will 
be animated with a very different ardor 
than that which has so far been dis- 
cernible in the German Parliament—“‘the 
Reichstag’’—because it will know it is 
facing a Government and a regime 
weakened by defeat, hesitating and dis- 
cordant. Even Prussia will become a 
parliamentary State in which Ministries 
will be overthrown; Liberals—parties of 
the ‘‘Left’’—perhaps even the more ex- 
treme parties of the “‘Left,’’ such ag the 
Socialists—will become Ministers: and 
the change will not take long to be felt 
in the currents which dominate the 
grand Imperial Parliament. 


Defeat for the Hohenzollerns 


Beginning of Their Decadence 
HAVE said that a defeat would very 
much diminish the popularity and 
prestige of the Hohenzollerns. Many 

persons ask if Germany, when it sees it- 
self beaten, will not have a revolution 
overthrowing the throne of the Prussian 
dynasty, as France overthrew the throne 
of Napoleon III after the defeat at Se- 
dan. High German functionaries are not 
exempt of this fear. 

I myself know that a man high in of- 
fice in Germany, hearing that England 
had declared war on Germany, ex- 
claimed: ‘The Hohenzollerns have fal'- 
en!’’ However, I believe this fear is ex- 
aggerated. The Hohenzollerns are 
much more tenacious and much more 
firmly planted in German soi] than the 
Bonapartes ever were in France. Neith- 
er is the German soil as volcanic as the 
French soil, which for a century and a 
half has been constantly shaken.

~  §moke at $10,000,000. 


The Smoke Abatement Committee 
of the Civic League yesterday sent to 
2000 league’ members a report upon 
smoke conditions which bears out the 
statements made by City Smoke In- 
spector Heffman and Prof. E. L. Ohle 
of the Washington University before 
the St. Louis Coal Club and reported 
in the Post-Dispatch last Tuesday. 
The league committee estimates the 
annuel cost of coal smoke to the resi- 
dents of Bt. Louts at $10,000,000. Of 
this $7,500,000 is attributed to the ef- 
fect of smoke upon merchants and 
household goods and $2,500,000 to the 


_ less of fuel by imperfect combustion, 


According te the report St. Louts 
and Bast St. Louls burn annually 


9,000.600 tons of soft coal and that the 
annual deposit in St. Louis district 
from this coal is 27,000 tons of soot 
or 860 tons per square mile. The av- 
erage in London is 430 tons per square 
mile and in Pittsburg is about 1000 
tons per square mile. 

The report concludes with the 
statement that the smoke blanket 
over the city will never be removed 
until the use of soft coal is largely 
replaced by other power and until 
better mechanical devices for prevent 
ing smoke in small furnaces are dis- 
covered.

TO OFFER AMENDMENTS 


Old Members of Missouri Legis- 
lature Think Carriers Have 
Lost Their Fight. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 13.— 

The fight in the Senate over railroad 

passenger rates came to a gudden ter- 


mination today when Senatos Atiee, 
chairman of the Committee on Rail- 
roads, withdrew the measure under con- 
sideration the last three days and had 
it placed on the informal calendar for 
engrossment. 

The Senator stated that he was now 
well satisfied that if any bill affecting 
passenger rates was passed by this Gen- 
eral Assembly it would have to come 
through the House bill. 

It would be a waste of valuable time,”’ 
said Senator Allee, ‘‘to longer consider 
the Senate bill. Of this I am now well 
convinced. Under no circumstances 
could we now hope that the House 
would pass the Senate bill.’’ 

This means that the only hope the 
railroads now have of securing higher 
Passenger rates is pinned on the House 
bill, with some amendments attached to 
it, which will give them a 2%%-cent rate, 
or something almost as good, without 
waiting for the State Public Service 
Commission to complete a physical val- 
vation of railroad properties. 

Representatives of the railroads ad- 
mit that their chances of success are 
smal]. 

Amendments to Be Offered. 

Two Senate amendments will be 
House bill. One of 
these, by Senator Gardner, fixes a 
flat 24% cent rate on first-class rail- 
roads. It is generally believed the 
Senate will reject the Gardner amend- 
ment. The railroads are expecting 
as much. 

The other amendment, or substitute, 
as it is known in the parlance of the 
Senate, was offered yesterday by 
Senator Phelps. It was withdrawn 
this morning and the following of- 
fered in its stead: 

“The Public Service Commission 
when satisfied after a hearing that 
existing passenger rates are inade- 
quate to provide reasonable compen- 
sation for the service rendered, may 
increase the rate in classes ‘A’ and ‘B’ 
to an amount not exceeding 2% cents 
per mile; and for the purpose of de- 
termining the question of the adequacy 
of passenger rates it shall not be 
necessary for the commission to make 
a physical valuation of the rroperty 
of such railroads not wholly within 
this State; and provided that all such 
railroad companies upon demand shall 
issue interchangeable mileage books 
good for 1000 miles for $20, good for 
one year on all of said railroads do- 
ing business in this State, which said 
tickets shall not be valid for trans- 
portation after the expiration of one 
year from date of. purchase.”’ 

To Fight for Phelps Amendment. 

Senator Phelps says it is the very 
best the railroads can expect, and 
tney will be exceedingly fortunate if 
they obtain as much. As the situa- 
tion now stands, it is stated that the 
railroads will make a last desperate 
rally next week for the Phelps 
amendment. 

The House Dill, which was read 
first time in the Senate today, ex- 
pressly provides that before any in- 
crease in passenger rates can be 
granted the State Public Service Com- 
mission must first complete a physical 
valuation of the railroad properties of 
the State. This would require five 
years, it is generally admitted. 

There has been no test to show how 
the Senate stands on increased pas- 
senger rates, but no one believes that 
it will indorse a 2%-cent flat rate, or 
even if it did so, that the House 
would accept the same. The House 
bill cannot be reached in the Senate 
before next Tuesday. 

From present indications, based 
upon the opinions of a number of old 
members of the Legislature, the rail- 
roads have lost their fight for higher 
passenger rates.

German Ambassador Assures 
Quirinal Claims First Made in 
1866 Will Be Met. 


CRISIS IN SITUATION 


Allies Calmly Await Results of 
Enemies’ Efforts to Keep 
Triple Entente Intact. 


By Aersociated Prees. 
ROME, vie Paris, March 13.—The Ital- 


ian Government continues to maintain an 


impenetrable silence regarding negotia- 
tiens reported to be under way with 
Austria concerning territorial conces- 
sions. Nothing has been added to the 
semi-official announcement. that Italy 
has instituted no negotiations, but sim- 
ply has listened to proposals emahat- 
ing from Germany through that coun- 
try’s Ambassador, Prince von Buelow. 

There are persistent reports In Rome 
that Austria has refused absolutely to 
even discuss the possible cession of 
Trieste and would concede only a small 
part of the province of Trent. The as- 
sertion is made in military circles that 
Italy now is prepared for any eventu- 
ality. 

It is apparent to close observers that 
the situation for Italy is daily becom- 
Ing more complicated. The argument 
is being made with persistence that she 
must soon reach a definite decision as to 
what course she will follow. The case 
¢: Greece is being referred to. Her as- 
sistance, even if offered, might not now 
be Bcoepted by the allies, and the same 
thing might happen in the case of Italy, 
wome Italian observers believe, if she 
proposed to join the allies when her help 
Was no longer necessary. 

Partition of Turkey Seen, 

Consequently a certain section of the 
public is urging the Government to 
throw in its lot with the allies while 
there is yet time and opportunity. Ad- 
mitting that Augtria-Hungary could be 
induced to give up her provinces inhab- 
ited by Italians, aa for instance Trent 
and Trieste, this would still not be 
enough for Italy, according to the argu- 
ments of some. 

The possible forcing of the Dardanelles 
by the allies is regarded here as a pre- 
lude to the partition of Turkey. It is 
imperative, according to this faction, 
that Italy have a voice in any such po- 
litical division in order to claim her 
share, but this she could not expect to 
do if #@he entered any agreement with 
the Teutonic allies concerning Trent and 
Trieste. 

The nearest approach to any definite 
indication of how this question is con- 
sidered by the Government is found in 
the following paragraph in the Giornale 
d'Italia: 

“Italy can at no cost allow her posi- 
tion ag a world Power to be lessened at 
the conclusion of peace. She cannot per- 
mit her national aspirations to be turned 
aside, her interests to suffer. This is 
the will of the people and it must be the 
program of the Government. No unjusti- 
fiable weakness can be allowed.” 
German Ambassader Active. 

Prince von Buelow, the German am- 
bassador, is continuing his active prop- 
aganda, the purpose of which is to in- 
duce Itaiy to stand by Germany, He is 
assuring the quirinal that Germany un- 
doubtedly will be successful in prevail- 
ing upon Austria-Hungary to satisfy 
the Italian claims,.which date back to 
the war of 1866, when the Venetian pro- 
vinces were ceded to Italy. It is the 
first time they ever have been recog- 
nized in Berlin. 

Princess von Buelow is a member of a 
well-known Italian family. She and her 
husband have been giving a series of 
receptions and dinners to which senators 
and deputies and even members of the 
cabinet have been invited. To this cam- 
paign the diplomatic representatives of 
the allies are opposing a policy radical- 
ly different in its outer manifestations. 
They are not endeavoring to exert pres- 
sure upon Italy to induce her to change 
her attitude. They leave her to judge 
how her interests will best be served. 

The picture today, as they are con- 
stantly presenting it, is that Great Brit- 
jan has 1,000,000 men on the Continent; 
France has organized her reserves; the 
Turco-German attack on Egypt evident- 
ly has come to failure; the blockade 
egainst Great Britain has been of ques- 
tionable success, and the forcing of the 
Dardanelles with the consequent occu- 
pation vf Constantinople is proceeding 
favorably.

Concessions to Italy. 
N, March 13.—Authoritative 
reports reaching The Hague from 
in seem to Indicate that Germany, 
yith a view to obtaining Italy’s neu- 
trality, has induced Austria, despite 
vigorous opposition by Emperor 
Francis Joseph, to agree to make 
territorial concessions to Italy in the 
event that Germany and Austria are 
victorious in the war. 

It is understood, however, that al- 
though Italy has taken this tentative 
offer under consideration, no definite 
agreement has yet been reached. 
Italy’s decision is awaited with 
anxious concern in all circles here. 

The German Imperial Chancellor, 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, accord- 
ing to Berlin reports, at present, ts 
visiting the German general head- 
quarters at Mezieres, and it fs there. 
fore unlikely that he will make a 


iupeech before the Reichstag commit.

LINDSEY ASKS 4 


ARRESTS, ALLEGES 
PLOT AGAINST Hit 


Denver Judge Charges Attempts 
to Defame His Character 
in Fight on Court. 


LEGISLATOR 


Testifies He Received Package 
of Money to Be Paid to 
Detective.

DENVER, Colg,, March 13.—Judge Ben 
B. Lindsey of the Juvenile Court applied 
today for warrants for the arrest of Dr. 
Mary Elizabeth Bates, R. P. Rollins, un- 
dertaker: FE. K. Whitehead, secretary 
of the State Humane Society, and Frank 
lL. Rose, a lawyer. He charges them 
with conspiracy to defame his char- 
acter. 

The request was made following the 
arrest in Sterling of Carl Gibson, a mes- 
senger boy, as the ‘“‘mysterious mes- 
senger’’ who conveyed to the House of 
Representatives the package of currency, 
the receipt of which by Representative 
W. W. Howland and the exposure of the 
alleged anti-Lindsey plot led to tne 
now famous Howland legisiative inves- 
tigation. 

Former President Theodore Roosevelt 
will be asked to come to Colorado as a 
witness for Judge Lindsey in the case 
growing out of the Howland investiga- 
tion. 

According to Judge Lindsey, Frank L. 
Rose secured an affidavit against the 
Judge’s character about a month ago. 
At the time the incident mentioned in 
the affidavit is said to have taken place, 
Judge Lindsey says, he was taking din- 
ner with Theodore Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay. Lindsey said he hoped to bring 
Roosevelt here to testify in his behalt 
if the matter is brought into the courts. 

For several months vigorous efforts 
te unseat Judge Lindsey have been made 
and recently a bill in the Legislature 
sought to abolish his court. Hitherto the 
chief charge against him has been ab- 
sence from duty. 

Howland confessed to perjury before 
the House Committee and was arrested 
on that charge. The investigation con- 
tinues and efforts are being made to un- 
earth the “higher ups’’ in the plot. 


Howland Arrested for Perjury. 

An information charging perjury was 
filed today by the District Attorney 
against Howland. He was remanded to 
the County Jail in default of bail. 

The action by the District Attorney 
was based upon testimony given. by 
Howland before a special committee 
Monday night regarding the receipt by 
Howland of a package containing money 
while at his desk in the House, Feb. 9.} 
Howland testified the money, which he 
said was $15, was sent to him by George 
Cc. Waterman, his ranch partner, and 
was the proteeds of the sale of a hog. 
Last night. Howland, before the com- 
mittee, testified his former explanation 
was untrue. 

Howland later amplified his*story by 
suvying the money was sent by Dr. Mary 
Bates, president of the Woman’s Pro- 
tective League, to be paid to a woman 
detective. Mrs. L. L. Hartzell testified 
she had been employed by Dr. Bates to 
“shadow’’ Officer John S. Phillips of 
the Denver Juvenile Court, over which 
Judge Ben B. LIAndsey presides. 

The whole affair, according to District 
Attorney Rush, will be placed in the 
hands of the grand jury.

BY PHONE ACROSS 
ATLANTIC PLANNED 


First Man to Hear Human Voice 
by Wire Says Experiments 
Are in Progress. 


Thomas A. Watson of Boston, who 
rides himself on being the first man to 
voice over the tele- 
phone, and who, less than two months 
agoi spoke for the first time across the 
continent, believes that the transconti- 
nental telephone is but a stepping stone 
on the path to transoceanic phone com- 
munication. 

“There is at present,” he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter last night at 
Hotel, ‘a transatlantic 
telephone cable figured out that is en- 
tireély possible, but for financial reasons, 
it will be some time before it is entire- 
ly practical. Experiments now in prog- 
ress’ at the laboratories of the Ameri- 
can Telegraph and Telephone Co. show 
that we have far greater things to ex- 
pect of the telephone than conversa- 
tton across the United Stgtes.’’ 

Watson and Alexander Graham Bell 
were the first men to converse by wire, 
when‘Bell’s theories were put to a test 
‘over the original telephone line.on June 


8, 1875, and Watson is now in St. Louis 


on his return from San Francisco, where 
he opened the transcontinental line with 
a conversation with Bell on Jan. %, 
last. 
Out of Business for 30 Years. 

“My talk with Mr. Bell in San Fran- 
cisco wus almost as. thrilling an ex- 
perience as my original conversation 
with him in 1875, and far more distinct 
as far as audibility is concerned. It was 
a revelation to me, as for the past 30 
years I have been entirely out of the 
telephone business. And I am proud 
to say, however, that I heard him al- 
most as well across the 840 miles when 
he spoke to me later through an exact 
model of the instrument I had rigged 
up 40 years ago for the first trial.

The British guns, including heavy how- 
itzers, opened the way for an advance 
by the British Indian troops, which car- 


ried them to and beyond the village of 
Neuve Chapelle, while airmen, by drop- 
Ping bombs on the railways, prevented 
the Germans from bringing up reinforce- 
ments. 

The fire of the artillery is described 
as the fiercest that has yet been heard 
in the war, and confirms what hereto- 
fore had only been rumored—that the 

_ British and French have brought up, 
since the battle of Ypres, an enormous 
number of guns of all calibers. 

Concurrently the French continue their 
offensive in Champagne and the Vosges. 
and are strengthening the ground which 
they have won in recent battles. | 

Cold Aids Russians, 

In the east the German offensive 
against Przasnysz is not developing as 
fast as was anticipated. The Russians 
are offering stubborn resistance to their 
#dvance along parallel roads and, owing 
to the inability of the Germans to en- 
trench in the frozén ground, the Rus- 
Bians have, according t» the Petrograd 
reports, thus far had the advantage in 
the preliminary fighting. In fact, the 
Germans aré Said to have withdrawn 
‘thelr ffont to the north of Przasnysz.

The request was made following the 
arrest in Sterling of Car] Gibson, a mes- 
senger boy, as the ‘‘mysterious mes- 
senger’’ who conveyed, to the House of 
Representatives the package of currency, 
the receipt of which by Representative 
W. W. Howland and the exposure of the 
alleged anti-Lindsey plot led to tne 
now famous Howland legislative inves- 
tigation. 

Former President Theodore Roosevelt 
will be asked to come to Colorado as a 
witness for Judge Lindsey in the case 
growing out of the Howland investiga- 
tion. 

According to Judge Lindsey, Frank L. 
Rose secured an affidavit against the 
Judge’s character about a month ago. 
At the time the incident mentioned in 
the affidavit is said to have taken place, 
Judge Lindsey says, he was taking din- 
ner with Theodore Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay. Lindsey said he hoped to bring 
Roosevelt here to testify in his behalf 
if the matter is brought into the courts. 

For several months vigorous efforts 
te unseat Judge Lindsey have been made 
and recently a bill in’ the Legislature 
sought to abolish his court. Hitherto the 
chief charge against him has been ab- 
sence from duty. 

Howland confessed to perjury before 
the House Committee and was arrested 
on that charge. The investigation con- 
tinues and efforts are being made to un- 
earth the “higher ups’’ in the plot. 

Howland Arrested for Perjury. 

An information charging perjury was 
filed today by the District Attorney 
against Howland. He was remanded to 
the: County Jail in default of bail. 

The action by the District Attorney 
was based upon testimony given by 
Howland before a special committee 
Monday night regarding the receipt by 
Howland of a package containing money 
while at his Gesk in the House, Feb. 9. 
Howland testified the money, which he 
said was $15, was sent to him by George 
C. Waterman, his ranch partner, and 
was the proeeeds of the sale of a hog. 
Last night. Howland, before the com- 
mittee, testified his former explanation 
was untrue. 

Howland later amplified his*story by 
suvying the money was sent by Dr. Mary 
Bates, president of the Woman’s Pro- 
tective League, to be paid to a woman 
detective. Mrs. L. L. Hartzell testified 
she had been employed by Dr. Bates to 
“shadow” Officer John S. Phillips of 
the Denver Juvenile Court, over which 
Judge Ben B. Lindsey presides.

Thomas. A. Watson of Boston, who 
prides himself on being the first man to 
hear the human voice over the tele- 
phone, and who, less than two months 
agoi spoke for the first time across the 
continent, believes that the transconti- 
nental telephone is but a stepping stone 
on the path to transoceanic phone com- 
munication.

Here also little re- 
sistance was met with, and our line 
reached a point about 400 yards from the 
wood. . 

“In the afternoon the troops who had 
seized Neuve Chapelle advanced still 
further to the east, gaining nearly 400 
yards, whiie on their left, again north 
of the village, our forward movement 
progressed for a considerable distance 
and the fighting.continued long after 
darkness had set in. 

“The enemy were by this time thor- 
qughly shaken, and in some part of the 
field were surrendering in groups, 
Throughout the day the Germans con- 
tinued to hold out in a strong position 
at the angle of the crossroads south of 
the village, where they were established 
in a perfect network of trenches and 
barbed wire. This position had been 
known as Port Arthur, and a hard strug- 
gle raged for some hours around it, 
until, at 5:30 in the evening, when it 
was stormed. 

“By nightfall we were in possession of 
all of the enemy's trenches on a front 
of 4000 yards, representing an advance 
ot more than 1200 yards from our original 
trenches at the furthest point. The num- 
ber of prisoners captured is officially re- 
ported to be 760, 

“During the day two remarkable feats 
were performed by our airmen. One 
flying at a height of only 160 feet, in 
crder to make sure of his mark, 
dropped a bomb on the important rail- 
way bridge at Menin, destroying one of 
the piers.

NEW YORK, March 14.—The Sun 
prints ‘A Review of the War,” by Gen. 


Frederick. von Bernhardi this morning, 
which it asserts was written for the 
Sun by “The express permission of the 
Kaiser.” It is in two parts: 

(1) The political and ethical. 
military. 

Bernhardi asserts that the Russians 
had lost 1,500,000 men up to Jan. 1, and 
the allies almost as many. 

‘As opposed to these figures,” says he, 
“the total number of German prisoners 
of war in the west and the east will 
probably at most amount to 100,000. 

“This gives a measure as to the suc- 
cesses on both sides and at least a 
certain measure for’ the probable de- 
velopments of the future. 

“If our enemies give higher numbers 
lthan these they represent an attempt 
to mislead, for these figures include 
both civil prisoners and such subject to 
military duty who have. been held in 
foreign countries before they could 
reach Germany. As real prisoners of 
war, however, only such can be count- 
ed who fall into the enemy's hands in 
the zone of war.”’ 

German Campetgn Against Russians, 

In a lengthy review of the advances 
and retreats of the Germans on the Rus- 
sian front, he brings them to victory 
at the present time, in these words: 

“In a series of brilliant battles the 
Russian forees there concentrated were 
defeated and partially annihilated; the 
Germans’ victoriously advanced up 
along the Vistula River until near Lodz 
and the Russian commander was forced 
to turn about with laree parts of his 
army, advancing toward the south and 
west, and to strengthen his northern 
forces, while Hindenburg at the same 
time also took the offensive from the 
south.” : 

“Great and potent events in the very 
near future may bring about a situa- 
tion entirely changed. One easily real- 
izes, however, the entire greatness of 
the success attained in the east, if one 
on the one hand considers that Germany 
and Austria-Hungary here were fight- 
ing against at least a threefold superi- 
ority of numbers; on the other hand, if 
one pictures the troops taken from the 
enemy. at the close of the year there

were in our prison camps 3575 officers 
and 306,294 men of the Russian armies, 


aside from many prisoners which were 
still on the way being transported. The 
number of prisoners, by the way, grows 
from day to day. In addition to the 
above numbers, more than 1000 cannon 
and about 1000 machine guns, 12 flags, 
uncounted wagonloads of ammunition. 
and other army vehicles were taken. 
This represents an entire army that has 
given up its arms. The prisoners of 
war in Austria, without the Servians, 
also may be figured at 150,00 men. The 
total loss of the Russians, however, to- 
day is probably not figured too high 
at 1,500,000. 

“Similar results are to be recorded 
in the west. At the close of the year 
there were in our prison camps, of the 
French, 3459 officers, 215,95 men; Bel- 
gians, 612 officers, 36,852 men; English, 
492 officers, 18,824 men. In the western 
campaign about 1800 cannon and sev- 
eral hundred machine guns were Ccap- 
tured; besides about 28,00 Englishmen 
and Belgians have been disarmed in 
Holland. The total loss of the French 
therefore, probably will not be much 
less than 1,000,000; that of the English 
may be safely estimated at 100,000 men.’’ 

Gen. von Bernhardi then goes into the 
ethical and political phases of the war 
respecting the German contention that 
ingland is the nation responsible for 
the conflict and that Germany is really 
fighting for existence.

SAULL IN SHARKS 
OF MISSING MAN 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MIAMI, Fla., March 13.--A partial 
identification of the skull found in the 
stomach of a shark caught by Henry 
Sanford of New York, March 3, was 
effected today when Dr. A. O. Yearin 
compared the teeth in the skull with 
the dental chart of J. B. Mooney of 
Cleveland, O., who was lost while bath- 
ing near St. Augustine, May, 1912. E, 
J. Mooney of Mooney Bros., tailors, 
Cleveland, read of the find, obtained a 
chart of his father’s mouth from a 
Cleveland dentist, and sent it to Miami 
in the hope that the mystery of his 
father’s death might be solved. 
Dr. Yearih is of the opinion 
the skull is Mooney’s, but is not posi- 
tive. Only the'upper jaw of the skull 
remains. Grinding surfaces of the teeth 
are worn down, indicating the man 
chewed tobacco. There also are indi- 
cations he was afflicted with pyorrhea, 
a disease of the alveolar process. 
Dr.*Yearin said the man must have 
been between 50 and 60 years old. A 
piece had been broken from a tooth 
remaining in the jaw, but this is be- 
heved to have been done after death.

CHILDREN OF T. ROOSEVELT JR. 
TO INHERIT $4,000,000 ESTATE 


Property Left in Trust by Their 
Great-Great-Great-Grand father 
to Ge to Them. 


NEW YORK, March 13.—Through 
proceedings in the Surrogate’s court, it 
became known publicly today, for the 
first time, that the children—two babies 
in arms—of Theodore Roosevelt Jr. will 
be the eventual heirs to an estate of 
$4,000,000 at least. 

Their great-great-great - grandfather, 
Theron P. Butler, who died in New York 
in 1886, left an estate of $1,000,000 in 
trust. The income was to be paid to 
his three granddaughters, Mrs. Alice 
Green Hoffman, Mrs. Mary Green Hart- 
well and Mrs. Grace Green Alexander, 
and upon their deaths the income was 
to go to their children and the princi- 
al to be divided among the grand- 
children of his granddaughters. 
Neither Mrs. Hoffman or Mrs. Hart- 
well has children, and Mrs. Alexan- 
der’s only child ts Mrs. Roosevelt, the 
mother of two babies. Although the 
heirs have received a large income 
since 1886, the estate had increased from 
the. original $1,600,000 to $3,294,000 on Jan. 
1, 1915, and it is thought will go beyond 
the $4,000,000 mark by the time the chil- 
dren inherit it.

e#haken in Friday’s primary election 
when the candidates supported by the 
thoroughly organized Republican ma- 
chine were defeated in eight contests.

The Dernocratic City Committee 
formed a combination around the four 
House of Delegates candidates and Lan- 
caster and Rohan and worked for their 
nomination in the face of a pledge they 
had previously given, on several occa- 
sions, to support only the candidates 
suggested by the Democratic Business 
Men’s Conference. The business: men 
attribute the defeat of their candidates 
to the treachery of the city committee 
and the lack of interest shown by the 
Democrats in the primary, there being 
only 21,308 Democratic votes cast. Owing 
to the bitter contest for the Republican 
nominations almost the normal Repub- 
lican general election vote was polled— 
52,240. 

The vote cast in the primary election 
was less than 60 per cent of the total 
registration. The revised registration 
figures are not available, but the regis- 
tration was about 154,000. 

Frederick had the support of several 
voluntary organizations, among them 
being the Municipal Voters’ League, the 
Republican Citizens’ Committee, which 
never revealed the identity of the men 
behind it;.the Republican League and 
the Taxpayers’ Protective League.

18,007 votes, Blodgett, 10,606, and Fred- 
erick, 22,726. 

The Republican slate was smashed in 
the First Ward, where Edward EB. Ru- 
colph, former Assistant Circuit Attor- 
rey, defeated Louls Huber, organization 
candidate, in.the Ninth Ward where 
Martin D. Lohmann defeated Ferdinand 
WV. Neu, the slate candidate; in the 
Tenth Ward Otto Hampe, a fire insur- 
ance agent, defeated John A. Fries, the 
organization candidate; in the Twelfth 
Ward, where Dr. Edward Richter won 
over Herman Paule, slate candidate; in 
the Twenty-third Ward, where Clinton 
E.. Udell, thember of the Board of Free- 
holders that wrote the new city char- 
ter, was nominated over Daniel W. 
Oviatt, supported by the organization; 
in the Twenty-fourth Ward, where 
Councilman Julius Haller decisively de- 
feated Charles A. Groeschel, member of 
the House of Delegates, who was sup- 
ported by the ofganization, and in the 
Twenty-seventh Ward, where Council 
man “Otto G.: Keentg was nominated 
over William F. Bentzen, the slate can- 
didate, . 

‘Nominations by Minority Votes. 

I the Eleventh, Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth, Eighteenth, Nine- 
teenth, Twentieth, Twenty-first, 
and Twenty-eighth 
Wards the Republican slate candi- 
dates were nominated by minority 
votes, the aggregate votes cast 
for their opponents being greater 
by many thousands than that received 
by the machine man. 

The Repudlicans nominated

The nomination of Clinton 8B. 
Udell in the Twenty-third Ward was 
a surprise to the politicians. Udell 
served as a member of the Board of 
Freeholders.

Dan 
WwW. Oviatt, a former member of the 
House of Delegates, was indorsed by 
the Republican Committeeman of the 
ward for the nomination. Udell be:it 
Oviatt by more than two to one, but 
was rather closely pressed by W. H. 
Welpott, a grocer. :

An analysis of the returns disclosed 
the Democratic City Committeemen of 
the First, Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, 
Seventh, Eighth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, 
Eighteenth, Nineteenth, Twentieth, 
Twenty-first, Twenty-second, Twenty- 
third, Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh 
Wards formed a combination to defeat 
the candidates put forward by the Dem- 
ocratic Business Men’s Conference.

Committee Reports Measure 
With Amendments, but With- 
out Recommendations.

JEFFERSON CITY, a March 13.—The 
Morton conventions bill, which seeks 
to supplant the primary system of 
Choosing candidates with the old con- 
vention system, under which political 
bosses named the candidates of all par- 
ties, is expected to come up for action 
in the House about the middle of the 
week. 

Representative John J. Moroney of 
St. Louis, who is an active supporter of 
the bill, is being urged by its advo- 
cates to hasten action in an effort to 


jhave the bill passed. 


Under the provisions of the measure 
the committees of political parties would 
be permitted to decide whether candi- 
dates should be chosen at a primary or 
at a convention. The bill already has 
been referred to the Committee on 
Elections -which hear arguments for 
and against it. 

The committee yesterday reported the 
bill without recommendation, but ac- 
companied their report with several 
amendments, all of a minor nature, ex- 
cept ene taking the selection of candi- 
dates for United States senator from 
under its provisions, and providing that 
candidatcs for that office should be se- 
lected only at a primary. This amend- 
ment Was reported at the solicitation of 
Senator James A. Reed, whose law 
partner, J. G. L. Harvey, appeared be- 
fore the committee. 

The bill-has a place at the bottom 
of the calendar of Senate bills for 
tnird reading and probably will be 
reached before adjournment, but ad- 
vocates of the measure are planning 
an attempt to advance it for action 
early in the week. 

It is expected that Moroney will 
make the motion to advance the bidl. 
Under the House rules it cannot be 
advanced unless ‘72 members vote 
favorably on the motion. This is the 
constitutional majority required to 
pass a bill. It is not considered prob- 
able that many votes can be mus- 
tered for it in the House, as there is 


great opposition among country mem- 


bers. 

City members generally favor the bill 
and they will have the aid of several of 
the influential country members... Repre- 
sentative Walton of Howard County, 
who is opposing the measure, said that 
he did not be@ieve it would pass. Wal- 
ton said that no country member would 
dare face his constituents if he voted 
for the Norton bill, which, he said, 
wéuld mean that there would be no 
more| primaries in the State.

George Creel, writer and reformer, 
spoke at the. City Club yesterday on 
“Some Causes of Industrial Unrest.’’ 
Creel, who is now living in New York, 
is here with his wife, Blanche Bates, 
the actress, Who appeared at the Olym- 
pic Theater last week. 

Creel reviewed the testimony of 
Rockefeller, Morgan, Guggenheim and 
other millionaires before the Industrial 
Commission, of which Frank P. Walsh 
of Kansas City is chairman. He de- 
clared that the testimony developed at 
these hearings threw much light on 
the conditions which were responsible 
for the warfare of the classes in this 
country. 

He reviewed the conditions that ex- 
isted in the Rockefeller niines in Colo- 
rado and declared that Rockefeller, in 
his testimony before the commission, 
showed complete ignorance as to the 
conditions of labor and living’ imposed 
upon his employes. 

The employes, he said, were not per- 
mitted to live in their own homes, 
were forced to buy their supplies from 
the company stores at an advance of 
25 per cent in prices; were paid oncea 
month in script, instead of money, and 
had many just grievances which had 
been repeatedly and continuously ig- 
nored during the past 10 years. ; 

When they were forced to strike, 
he said, they were driven from their 
homes and had to huddle together on 


Seven saieswomen employed in the 
drapery, lace and blanket departments 
of the Schaper Bros. store, at Broadway 


and Franklin avenue, quit work yester- 
day morning after protesting against 
their hours, and the heavy manual 
labor which they said was required of 
them. They went to State Factory In- 
spector Johnson‘s office in the Fullerton 
Building, and laid a complaint before 
him, 

The young .women, for whom Mrs. 
Sophie Baumrucker of 711 Lami street 
was spokeswoman, told a. Post-Dispatch 
reporter that they’ worked 11% hours 
Friday, going to work at 8 a. m. and 
quitting at 10 p. m., having a half-hour 
for lunch and two hours off in the aft- 
ernoon. Their pay, they said, was $3.50 
a week. Their complaint was that they 
had to move furniture, heavy pictures 
and rolls of oilcloth—work which they 
said Was suitable for men. 

Mrs. Baumrucker said some of the ta- 
bles they were ordered to carry from 
cne part of the department to another 
were so heavy that one girl could 
scarcely lift one end. She also said 
the girls were required to, hang heavy 
pictures on the wall six and seven feet 
from the floor.

PASS IN TEST FOR 
RERISTRY GARDS 


One That Had Been Rejected 
Is Given Certificate After 
Repairs Are Made. 


Three out of 40 jitney cars that were 
tested yesterday at the city garage by 
Supt. Fred Arnold, were denied registry 
cards because of defects, and after re- 
pairs were made to the wheel of one re- 
jected car, it passed examination and 
was given a certificate to show that it 
complies with the regulation imposed by 
the city. 

The city garage will be open from 9 
a. m. tol p. m. today for the examina- 
tion of other cars, and it is expected 
that more than. sixty jitneys will ap- 
pear tomorrow with printed registry 
Placards displayed in front. 

All cars operated by the Motors Serv- 
ice Co. will obtain registry certificates, 
it was announced by Manager Fears. 
Kegistry is not compulsory at present 
but after sixty or ninety days, it is 
the intention of Director of Streets Tal- 
bert to submit an ordinance to the 
Board of Aldermen to compel jitneys to 
observe such regulations as the city 
chooses to impose. 


Rules Limit Number of Fares. 
The rules outlined by Talbert in issu- 


ing registry certificates are six in num- 
ber, and are aimed simply to proytde for 
the safety of passengers and pefies- 
trians and to prevent interference with 
traffic downtown. 

Kach car will be permitted to carry 
two more passengers, including driver, 
than the manufacturers’ declared car- 
rying capacity. Six passengers and the 
chauffeur is the maximum permitted in 
a five-passenger car. 

Passengers shall not be permitted to 
sit on car doors or stand on the run- 
ning board. 

Before discharging or taking on pas- 
sengers, jitneys must drive up to the 
curb and come to a stop. 

Chauffeurs will not be permitted to 
race for passengers. 

The city will require the following 
parts of each car to béin safe condition: 
Wheels, axles, service and emergency

AMATEUR BOXERS 


PUTON 10 ROUGH 
BOUISATS.B.A.C 


“Simon Pures” Give Great Ex- 
hibition of How Rules Are 
Not to Be Observed.

What was probably the roughest box- 
ing under amateur rules ever seen in 
St. Louis took place last night at the 
South Broadway Athletic Club.

Willie Colona of the Columbian A. C., 
boxing in the 115-pound class, was the 
cleverest boxer of all who appeared, but 
his chances were utterly ruined by the 
rough work of his opponent,’ Charles 
Vanek, of.the South Broadway A. C., 
Coupled with this was a poor decision 
at the end of four rounds. At the end 
of the third and fourth rounds the 
judges disagreed and the referee award- 
ed his decision to Vanek. 


Colona the Better Boxer. 


In the.first round Colona tried hard 
to observe the rules, but Vanek did not. 
After that both boys violated even 
“straight’’ Queensberry rules, with 
Vanek the greater offender. Had the 
bout been boxed according to amateur 


rules, Colona most likely would have 
been the winner.

needed or as contracts matured.

it is an interesting and consoling thought, with applications of considerabie 
practical value, that so far there is scarcely a single aktested case on record 
of any human being actually dying, simply in the classic phrase, ‘‘ because 
he couldn’t live any longer,’’ upon purely internal grounds, 

_ Most deaths from ‘‘old age’’ are due to pneumonia, ef a mereifully 
painless and swift type, seldom running more.than four days ow ealy 
twe. We may even feel some little sympathy with the man giving his fam- 
ily history in making applieation for life insurance, who, whem asked what 
his maternal grandfather, aged eighty-five, died of, replied after seme minutes 
of cogitation, ‘‘ Well, I really eeuldn’t say positively, but I know it wasn’t 
anything serious! ’’ 

It is certamly significamt and hopeful, that, so far as the actual facts 
go, the full, natural, wmstarved, uninfected, unsweated possible limit of hu- 
man life has probably never yet been reached. It leaves all sorts of possi- 
bilities open to us in the future. 

We used to have, in the prebacterial days, a death rate during the first 
year of life of anywhere from 250 to 350 per thousand born. 

Within ten years of the time we had abandoned “The-Lord-gave,-the- 
Lord-hath-taken-away’’ attitude, we found that a third of this slaughter of 
the imnocents was due to bad air and respiratory diseases; another third to 
dirty milk, and we impiously proceeded to thwart the ‘‘dispensations of 

’ Providence,’’ with the result that in less than forty years our infant death 

rate has been eut down just about this clearly preventable two-thirds; and a 
community which Icses more than ten infants in the hundred during their 
first year considers itself more or less disgraced. And really civilized com. 
munities like New Zealand and some of the Swiss Communes, where they 
stand for those ridiculous things called ‘‘ehildren’s rights’’ to food, fresh 
air, play and love, save all but seven, and even five in the hundred, of their 
babies.

I often wish machines could be fixed so

When I think of the mighty splendid whispers of the guns, of the 
sublime soundless roar of the submarines, of the low still whistling of 
the air-ships—of all those magnificent whispers unheard even by angels, 
between Berlin, Paris, London, and New York, reaching across the sky 
; and when I think it is only little pathetic sehool-boy persons 
—persons who ought to be set down hard im a row, one after the other, 
and spanked, who have taken possession of all these godlike things and 
are using them to fight with, and to whisper their little dull whispers on 
them, I am filled with the sense that what it is that has really happened 
to us today is the Rape of the Machines. We have been careless. We 
have been busy and unconscious. We have let the wrong people run 
them. - | 

This is the main fact about this present war. It is a John and Mary 
war. Magnificent machines can only make a Jittle-minded man littler- 
minded on a larger seale. Dreadnoughts are an invention for making 
idiots sublime. . ) 

Machines are godlike. And the men who made them are godlike 
too. The next thing that is going to happen is that we are going to 


- gee that the men who have the great conceptions of the machines shall 


keep control of their machines themselves and use their machines to ex- 
press more great conceptions. 

Here are our American conceptions for in- 
stance. Our conception of our own nation and 
of the world is one that ean no more be ex- 
pressed by dreadnoughts than it could by pop- 

uns. 

r When we were very little boys, some of us, 
we tried to expréss how great America was on 
the Fourth of July by taking little round white 
paper chunks (everybody remembers them— 
they were a kind of popcorn patriotism) and 
throwing them violently on the stones. 
- The stones stood it very well, and we felt 
(at that time) perfeetly expressed. 

But bursting a shell over the heads of peo- 


000 tons of earth (62 feet square and 15 feet 
deep) out of the ground and then making a 
cloud of dust out of it, a kind of yellow sky— 


heavens and never come back and 200 young 
men under it with their eyes put out for fifty 
years and their ears like stones until they die 
—this does not express us to these young men, 
nor does it express any feeling that we have ever had toward them or 
toward their nations or that we ever will have. 

The conceptions we are trying to express of America are very dif- 
ferent from that, and this.form of expression seems to us to be stupid, 
scared, lazy; and neither powerful, accurate nor far-reaching enough nor 
lasting enough to express any nation we know or have ever heard of on 
this earth. | a 

America would be willing to express itself to a big good-natured and 
ratber lazy mountain in this way down at Panama—stove a hole in it 
that all a world can use- This same exclamatory and rather rudimentary 


form of expressing the will—the desire, the prayer of a mighty people 


for all the other ples—seems to us noble, beautiful, if sublimely and 
peouretiy aimed. y's mountain, for instance, understands it and is deeply 
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moved by it, or fhe bottom of the sea, but as 
an expression of what one nation feels or ever 
ean begin to feel for another it seems to us 
clumsy, feeble, umpractical and helpless. 

We do not say it is right or wreng. We 
say simply that this way of expressing our- 
selves to other nations does not show them 
what we are like. We are practical and we 
want to express to people what we are like, 
what we want and what we want te give and 
what we want to get—and dreadnoughts and 
submarines say all the things about us that 
we do not mean, and they say none of the 
things that we do. 

Motor cars and phonographs express 
us better, and so do _ telephones and 
movie machines that a world will have to use. Motor cars and tele- 
phones and moving picture machines, sleeping cars, elevators and flying 
ships—the Curtiss boys and Wilbur Wright in the sky—really give some 
true idea of what America is like and of the kind of instincts and gifts we 
have for domg our share of the team-work of a world, things we think of 
for a world to use, and for ourselves. 

The phonograph is like us. The typewriter and the phonograph, the 


' air-brake, alammum, carborundum, Luther Burbank, Henry Ford, Edison, 


the skyscraper, are like us. They go with our temperament. So do our 
folding beds, our shoes, our dentists, safety razors, harvesting machines, 
steam plows—-and in a humble way even our bathtubs—express our 
genius for fitting out a comfortable and convenient planet. It took a 
democracy studying gut the comfort and dignity of life for everybody 
to think our bathrooms for the kings and courts of Europe. : 
As humble as it is, even a porcelain bathtub or safety razor expresses 
us better, makes more people understand us and have more use for us, 
than a thousand idiotic submarines or senselessly ingenious Dreadnoughts 
or stupidly terrible Krupps could in a thousand years. We want to be 
terrible by being of some use. We propose: to defend ourselves with a 
terrific indipensableness. Our brains work in this way. We cannot get 
interested in being shrewd about killing off 
people with whom we work, or in wiping off 
the earth the countries in which we play. 
Submarines may show off better and we 
admit that fitting up an entire planet with 
our idea of plumbing and with American bath- 
tubs is an humble and homely expression of a 
nation. So is the safety razor. But these 
things express our feelings better toward people, 
and submarines would lie. We would really 
rather bathe people than drown them, and we 
would rather shave them than cut their throats, 
and blowing out a canal for people’s ships suits 
us better than blowing up the people and _ blew- 
ing up the ships. ; 
It’s the way we feel and it precisely ex- 
- presses the way we feel. Just plain empty 
blowing up does not. The world may say we 
are a great, prosy nation, that we are not ro- 
mantic enough about our emotions to fight. But 
this is our emotion. We have a huge, national 
emotional insistence, in the face of all nations, 
: on being ourselves and expressing ourselves. If 
, the world tells us we are afraid to fight, we reply 
that the way te fight ether nations is te teueh their imagimations with 
what we have that they. want, with what we want that they have. It is 
because shooting is feeble, is incompetent, because shooting does not 


.touch their imaginations and does not express what we have to say and 


what we feel, that we decline to enter into a race of inereasing armaments 
for our own defense. - 

Tt seems to.ns that with a truly terrible, i.resistible thing we have 
to defend ourselves with, with a huge daily outfit of the living needs 


of a whole world to swing at our belt, and strike a world with, it is, 


silly, childish, and thouglttless to deck ourselves out with little flags, 
hobbyhorses, popguns and toy ships, and bluster and make a great noise 
about how dreadful and how important we are and how we don’t need 
anybody, don’t want anybody and can whip the world! We say the 
exact opposite. We do want everybody! And everybody wants us!

John D. Rockefeller in the first place does not like 
criticism. He will never read an article that is a 
cricicism of him or his methods. In fact, his secretary 
sees to it that such papers do not reach him. Mr. Rocke- 
feller honestly believes that he has done nothing to 
deserve criticism, but on the other hand he has done 
everything to merit praise. It is true that he has ac- 
cumulated the greatest fortune in the world, and by 
some people his money is referred to as “tainted.” Mr. 
Rockefeller says, “I took my chance with the world. 
My enemies would have done as I did if they had been 
clever enough. It was no easy matter to accumulate 
my wealth and I -had a hard battle and the smartest 
men in the world pitted against me. In spite of all 
they say against the Standard Oil Co., they never can 


accuse Uncle John of watering its stock. I reduced the ~ 


price of kerosene from 50 cents a gallon to 10 cents. 
In every business that I ever was connected with I 
have never watered stock, I have made money for the 
stocktiolders and I have cheapened the product.” 

It is because of this conception of his business prin- 

ciples and his success that Mr. Rockefeller believes that 
he should. be praised and not criticised. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s days of business are practically over. 
He keeps a sort of a generalship over his fortune, but 
his. business is transacted by different departments over 
‘which are trusted heads: It is said, and on good author- 
ity, that Mr. Rockefeller keeps $5,000,000 a year to 
live on and the rest he gives away. If you want a 
donation from Mr. Rockefeller for some charity you 
may write to him about it, but he won't see the letter. 
His secretary will refer’ it to the. department that has 
the charitable work in charge and if the manager thinks 
your charity is deserving you will probably get a fav- 
orable reply and a check. Of course there are thou- 
sands of demands for aid that cannot be and never 
are answered. 

The way to meet Mr. Rockefeller most intimately’ is 
on the golf links. It is here that he is at his best, for 
he loves his golf better than anything that money can 
buy. He usually has a select few friends to play with

Church, the Catholic priest, the local banker and a few 
others. Finley J. Shepard, who married Miss Helen 
Gould, is often his companion at golf. Occasionally he 
has a golf professional, for he is always striving to im- 
prove his game, and again he may have a few business 
men. Tactless indeed is the business man who tries 
to talk shop with Mr. Rockeféller or seeks to “pump” 
him. Once a man tried to borrow $100,000 from Mr. 
Rockefeller while he was his guest at golf. Mr. Rocke- 
feller quickly shut up and he can become as cold as an 
iceberg in a twinkling of an eye. Mr. Roekefeller had 
little to say to that gentieman during the rest of the 
game, and later the guest was informed. through Mr. 
Rockefeller’s secretary, that if he wished to play golf 
at Pocantico Hills he would have to eliminate business.

The man is Osear Sather, former school 
teacher, electrician and inventor, employed_ 
in St. Lonis and living at 714 Market avenue, 

East St. Louis. He is prepared to make affi- 
davit that his story is true. In the following 
summary of his narrative, only the names 
of himself and his family are given. All the 
true names are in the article he prepared for 
the Post-Dispatch, but in this account ficti- 
tious surnames and a fictitious name of the 
town in which the things bappened are used. ‘ 

Sather and his wife, who were born and educated in’ 
Minnesota, went to Tennessee in 1901 to engage in fruit 
farming. . They were deceived into buying bargen land, 
for a substantial cash payment and notes for the bal- 
ance. They could make nothing on the venture and, 
after a year or two, mortgages were foreclosed and they 
lost everything they had. They went to Chattanooga, 
where, for a while, Sather kept the wolf away by the 
fardest kind.of manual labor. + 

One morning Sather read in a Chattanooga paper an 
advertisement for a principal and assistant of Myrtle 
Academy in a village on one ef the Georgia slopes of 
Lookout Mountain. That very day’ he. went there and, 
after a conversation with the trustees of the schoo), he 
obtained the position and the assistant’s place for his 
wife. The school building contained living quarters 
the two and their children.

They went to Squire Truesdale to get a warrant for 
his arrest, but Truesdale, who was a sensible man, heard 
their story, laughed at them and refused to issue any 
warrants. Sather heard nothing more from them for 
a day or twe and concluded they had dropped the mat- 
ter. His awakening was a rude one.

The two men at first advised him to arm himself, but 
he replied that he couldn’t do that. They even sug- 
gested that he leave town, but he declared he had done 
nothing to run away-from. Only six pupils attended 
school that day. 

The next morning one of his pupils brought him an 
anonymous note which informed Sather that 
on that evening “thirty or forty of us wil 
wait on you and, sure as you are born, never 
again will you get a chance to poison chil- 
dren.” 
another note, fram a substantial citizens, 
who may be called Mr. Whitecotton, telling 
him that he had heard rumors of the mob 
and that he would be there to take Sather’s 
part. 

About 6 p. m. 30 men came to the school, 
Brown apparently being the leader. Six of 
them were heavily armed and Sather heard 
one of them remark: “If I only had him in 


the woods I would pack some lead in his - 


carcass.” Another said: “I’m going to take 
the first shot at him, fellers.” 

Acting as spokesman, Brown ordered the 
teacher to fetch a bucket of water from the 
spring. Believing thet wanted to get him 
away from the house to kill him, Sather re- 
fused to go. He explained that he had had 
the spring cleaned out, and some member of 
the mob shouted: “There’s a heap more evi- 
dence agin him, boys.” 

In the midst of the uproar Mrs. Sather took 
ser place by her husband’s side. There was no doubt 
the mob meant business. One or two self-appointed Jead- 
ers were working them up to a frenzy. But a few of 
Sather’s friends were there, too, and one of them, a Mr. 


Baker, suggested that there should be an orderly trial

near-by spring. One morning shortly after this in- 
eident, after the first bucket of water from the spring 
had been drawn, Brown's two sons complained of being 


ill and asked to be excused, The teacher allowed them 
te go home. An hour later Sather took a drink from the 


cket and noticed a bitter taste. He went to the 


ring and, thinking children might have drepped some 
impure substance into it, ordered it cleaned, which was 
done immediately. 

That afternoon one pupil after another became if, 
each showing symptoms -of violent nausea. Sather him- 
self succumbed to the general complaint, as did his 
som, Guerden. School was dismissed. Sather’s attack 
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and that they ought to organize by selecting a chair- 
man. ‘Squire Truesdale was suggested for the post and 
accepted. The mob then trooped into the house with 
their prisoners. , 

Truesdale, Baker, Wilson and another man or two, 
proved themselves wily strategists. They got the ex- 
cited villagers to debating the guilt or innocence of the 
accused, and gradually won over several of the more 
sensible men. The most damning thing against the 
teacher seemed to be that he had ordered the spring 
cleaned out before any of the poisoned water could be 
obtained for examination. On the other hand, nobody 
could suggest a satisfactory motive for the crime, out- 
side of a foolish allegation of sectional prejudice. 

Sather and his wife knew they were staring death in 
the face, but they kept cool. The tide finally turned 


upon the opportunity, commanded him,
